A town silenced 


Councillors ‘incensed’ as opinion and criticism over plans for the 
future of Haverhill are not sent off to planning inspector 


PLANS to take Haverhill into the next two 
decades have gone on to the next step - 
but without the many objections and 
local comments being noted. 

Vision 2031 plans for the town were wide¬ 
ly criticised, with some people even brand¬ 
ing it “a big dose of housing, and nothing 
more”. 

Objections to the plans were submitted 
by residents and officials across Haverhill, 
but Vision 2031 has now been taken for¬ 
ward to the next step with no notice of 
these amendments. 

Since the beginning, county councillor 
Tony Brown, who represents Haverhill 
East and Kedington, has been against the 
plans, claiming that they do not support 
the rising population. 

The UKIP councillor says he is “gob¬ 
smacked” that these objections have not 
been sent on. 

He said: “A lot of people spent a lot of time 
collecting what the town wanted and 
fighting for a better Vision 2031 and as 
soon as it’s gone out of the town, they have 
just put forward their own version and left 
our feelings out of it.” 

Members of the Sustainable Development 
Working Party on St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council have passed the original 
submissions of the documents through, 
without taking notice of Cllr Brown’s, or 
Haverhill Town Council’s, objections. 

Some of these called for a revamp of the 
dwindling High Street and a much-needed 
rail linkbetween Haverhill and Cambridge. 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Maureen Byrne said: 
“We are incensed with this.

“Haverhill Town Council and councillors 
spent months talking to residents and 
campaigning groups about how Vision 
2031 could be improved.” 

Borough councillor Karen Richardson, 
who represents Haverhill East, has come 
under fire as the chairmain of the 
Sustainable Development Working Party, 
as well as the Haverhill Area Working 
Party. Both groups failed to flag up some 
key issues in the plans. 

Cllr Richardson was unavailable for 
comment. 

A spokeswoman for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said that the Vision 2031 
documents are now moving to the next 
stage, which involves submitting the doc¬ 
uments to the Secretary of State for formal 
examination by an independent Planning 
Inspector. 

She said: “The inspector will then receive 
all the comments submitted during the 
consultation period and the examination 
will focus on whether the document is 
legally compliant and sound. 

“If the inspector believes something 
needs more discussion, based on com¬ 
ments received during the final fune- 
August consultation, he or she will issue 
an invitation to those concerned with the 
issue to a hearing.”

New era for town as 
special school opens

EDUCATION in Haverhill has 
taken a step forward, with the 
first intake of pupils arriving at 
the town’s new school for chil¬ 
dren with additional needs. 

The Churchill School, which is 
on the site of Samuel Ward 
Academy, Chalkstone Way, 
opened its doors last week to wel¬ 
come in students for the new 
term. 

Designed to help pupils with 
language and communication 
difficulities, as well as the those 
on the autisim spectrum, 
Churchill is the first of its kind in 
Haverhill, and plans are already 
in place to expand. 

The school welcomed in a small 
induction of children earlier this 
month and will grow to accom¬ 
modate more over the next three 
years. 

New staff have been appointed 
to serve the school, including 
headteacher Georgina Ellis. 

Mrs Ellis said: “This is a much 
needed resource which will pro¬ 
vide high standards for all pupils 
and enable them to make good 
progress.” 

The calm learning environment 
at the school will make education 
easier for those with special 
needs. 

Parent Karmel Stannard, who 


has a child at Churchill, said 
that the calming environment is 
perfect for those suffering from 
autism. 

Karmel said: “There is a desper¬ 
ate need for a special educational 
needs schools like Churchill. 

“High functioning children 
with autistic spectrum condi¬ 
tions have sensory issues and 
noisy, densely populated schools 
can be very distressing for them. 

“The fact that they also have 
social communication difficul¬ 
ties can mean they are vulnera¬ 
ble and their behaviour can be 
misinterpreted as rudeness and 
lead to them being bullied or 
excluded from social groups.” 

Executive Principal of Samuel 
Ward Howard Lay has said that 
schools working in partnership is 
the best way to preserve a future. 

He said: “It is a special day for 
Haverhill; for too long pupils with 
particular needs have had to 
travel too far for their education. 

“They can now have an excel¬ 
lent education locally and I am 
delighted that the community, 
Samuel Ward Trust and the 
Department of Education have 
made this possible. 

“Churchill has an exciting 
future as a groundbreaking and 
innovative model for special edu¬ 
cational needs.”

Schoolchildren to

Despite only starting to plan 
last week, Mr Williams and his 
team of students already have 
plenty of ideas for the town’s new 
feature. 

He said: “We’re going to create a 
bespoke work of art which will be 
highly decorative and very 
ornate. 

“We want to be able to give the 
town something that looks like 
it’s cost a lot, but has really cost 
nothing. 

“We want the public to go 
‘wow’.” 

Mr Williams explained that the 
clock will be made mostly from 
low-cost stainless steel, which is 
easy to manage for the students. 

Each of the town’s schools will 
present their own ideas for the 
clock, and they will be narrowed 
down to the final choice. 

Mr Williams said: “It’s the most 
exciting project we have poten¬ 
tially been involved in.” 


A location for the new time¬ 
piece has not been decided yet, 
but Mr Austin has confirmed it 
will be in sight of the bus station 
and the High Street.

Caring for the carers 

THIS week the world 
commemorates World 


Alzheimer’s Day as part of a 
month of action to raise 
awareness about this devastating 
disease. Did your readers know 
that there are currently over 
820,000 people with dementia in 
the UK and over 270,000 in 
London and the South East alone? 
It is estimated that one person in 
three over the age of 65 will die 
with a form of dementia and, as 
the population ages, this number 
can only increase. There will be 
over a million people with 
dementia by 2021. 

Caring for a loved one with 
dementia can be a lonely, stressful 
experience. The feeling of 
disconnection is hardest to bear. 
There may be precious moments 
of clarity, when memories briefly 
return and the years roll away, but 
for the most part carers have to 
watch their loved ones drifting 
slowly away. 

So many carers are in desperate 
need of respite, but opportunities 
to be relieved of the caring role for 
even a short time are few and far 
between. Over a third of carers 
have never been able to take a 
break since they started caring. 


What’s worse, our own research 
shows that six out of ten carers are 
overwhelmed with feelings of 
guilt about the putting the person 
they care for into respite care, 
even for just a few days. Some 
carers are so consumed by worry 
that they end up not taking any 
respite at all, but simply struggle 
on at home, risking ill-health and 
complete breakdown in the 
process. 

I work for a charity called Vitalise. 
We run the Jubilee Lodge centre in 
Chigwell, which provides essential 
respite breaks for people with 
disabilities and carers from the 
region. Each year many hundreds 
of people take desperately-needed 
breaks with us. 


We regularly have special weeks 
for people with Alzheimer’s and 
dementia and their partners - 
there are some coming up in 
January. Relieved of all their care 
worries, carers can regain their 
strength and reconnect with their 
loved ones. They tell us that their 
breaks with us often make the 
difference between coping and 
despair.

‘We’re fed up 
with fighting 
this on our own’ 


A RESIDENTS’ group has hit out 
at their housing provider for not 
looking after them properly. 

Members of the Keep It Clean 
and Safe residents’ association 
(KICS), based around Clements 
Close, Old Clements Lane, 
Montfort Court, Bedford Court, 
Beaconsfield Court, Clayhive 
Drive and Clements Drive in 
Haverhill, say they have been 
taken for a ride by housing pro¬ 
viders Orbit. 

Chairman of KICS Micka Guerit 
said they are fed up with extra 
charges and are tired of dealing 
with problems themselves. 

She said: “We had to create 
KICS because the people we pay 
a fortune to every month don’t 
care. 

“We have to work extra hours, 
on top of our full time jobs, 
because the people we pay can’t 
even follow their own proce¬ 
dures.” 

KICS had to cope with anti¬ 
social behaviour problems and 
fighting in the neighbourhood 
for eight months. 

Residents were threatened, and 
some even forced to move out 
because living in the area 
became so unbearable. 

Each flat is rented by a private 
landlord, but they in turn have a 
lease agreement with Orbit. 

Micka, of Clements Close, says

that though Haverhill police and 
town council got on board and 
tried to help, Orbit still refused 
to act. 

She said: “Communication 
with Orbit is impossible and we 
pay them for services we do not 
get.” 

A spokeswoman for Orbit said 
they had not been told of any 
recent incidents, and that they 
were “proactive in their manage¬ 
ment of Clements Close”. 

The most recent trouble that 
the group are battling is related 
to a piece of land near to Bedford 
Court, that Micka says residents 
are being charged for as part of 
their gardening budget, despite 
it not being included in the deed. 

Micka said: “We pay £66.88 per 
person a year. For 12 flats this is 
£802.56 - and this included the 
piece of land at the end of the 
road.” 

KICS complained to Orbit 
about the charge, and insisted 
that they maintain the land. 

Now, the housing provider has 
allegedly promised each flat in 
Clements Close a £31 refund. 

An Orbit spokeswoman said: 
“Initially we were unaware that 
we owned the area of land near 
Bedford Court, therefore it was 
not included in our gardening 


contract, and residents at 
Clements Close were not charged 
for its upkeep. 

“When local Mayor, Councillor 
Andre, highlighted residents’ 
concerns about the land, asking 
us to investigate whether it 
belonged to Orbit and to clear 
and arrange for its upkeep if so, 
we checked and confirmed that 
it was ours. 

“We have since cleared the land 
and added it to our regular gar¬ 
dening contract. As this increas¬ 
es the cost of the contract, resi¬ 
dents will be required to cover 
the nominal additional cost of 
£1.36 per resident per month. 

“Our Leasehold Services 
Officer is in regular contact with 
residents, carries out bi-monthly 
estate inspections, and has 
recently visited more frequently 
to meet with Councillor Andre 
regarding queries about the 
land. 

“Residents are always invited 
to the estate inspections.”

Ex-landlord 
on trial for 
child abuse 


A FORMER pub land¬ 
lord has been 
described as a “Jekyll 
and Hyde” character 
after being accused of 
19 sex offences. 

Peter Lee, 75, of Lords 
Lane, Heacham, plead¬ 
ed not guilty to 13 
offences of indecent 
assault on a girl aged 
under 16 and six offenc¬ 
es of gross indecency 
with a girl aged under 
16. 

The offences are 
alleged to have 
occurred between 1972 
and 1981, when Lee was 
living in Deans Close, 
Haverhill, and later at 
the Woolpack, on 
Queen Street, where he 
was landlord. 

A jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court were told 
on Monday, September

23, that there were also 
specimen charges 
relating to a much larg¬ 
er number of alleged 
offences against the 
75-year-old. 

Charles Myatt, prose¬ 
cuting, hailed Lee as a 
“lekyll and Hyde” char¬ 
acter, who was a bully 
behind closed doors. 

He said: “He had a 
public front as the life 
and soul of any situa¬ 
tion, everyone got on 
with him, but behind 
the scenes he was a 
physical and sexual 
bully.” 

The two girls, who are 
now in their late forties 
and early fities respec¬ 
tively, contacted police 
in lanuary after the 


media storm surround¬ 
ing the limmy Savile 
allegations. 

The older of the two 
women said in evi¬ 
dence that the abuse 
started when she was 
nine and carried on 
until she was 15. 

She said that Lee 
touched her sexually 
on a weekly basis, and 
she was also forced to 
touch him. 

The 75-year-old alleg¬ 
edly warned the girl 
not to tell anyone, and 
called the abuse “our 
little secret”. 

Lee told police he did 
not know why the girls 
had lied about him, Mr 
Myatt said. 

The former pub land¬ 
lord has continued to 
deny the allegations. 

The trial continues.

Joy turned to despair for Jon Smith when he was told he 
had terminal cancer just weeks after finding out he was 
going to be a father for the first time. But, despite this dev¬ 
astating illness, the 33-year-old is determined to remain 
positive for the sake of his expectant wife Sarah, and their 
unborn daughter. He tells Lydia Fallon his heart-breaking 
story. 


T on and Sarah Smith are just like 
I any other expectant parents. Gifts 
1 from a recent baby shower cover 
their living room floor, Sarah radiates 
with that gorgeous mummy-to-be 
glow - buzzing with excitement as 
she rubs her burgeoning bump, and 
Jon is the epitome of a doting dad, his 
eyes lighting up when he talks about 
meeting his little girl. 

But this has been far from your 
average pregnancy. Just weeks after 
the couple were left feeling on top of 
the world having discovered they were 
expecting their first child together, 
their lives came crashing down around 
them, when Jon - just 33 years of age - 
was given the news that every person 
dreads: he had cancer and it was 
terminal. 

Fit, healthy, and with his whole life 
ahead of him, the news was simply 
incomprehensible. “It was the furthest 
thing from my mind,” says Jon. 
“Cancer is for old people - that’s what 
I always thought anyway. I just felt in 
shock, and you just try and think it’s 
everything but what you’ve been told.” 

For a few months Jon had been 
experiencing some trouble going to 


the toilet. He was certain it wouldn’t be 
anything serious, but went to see his 
GP for a check-up anyway. Jon’s doctor 
tried to find out what was causing 
the problems; with no luck, he was 
eventually referred to a specialist at 
Hinchingbrooke. 

It was February this year when Jon 
was diagnosed with rectal cancer, and 
told the tumour had also spread into 
his abdomen and lungs. This meant 
the cancer was terminal, and although 
chemotherapy would knock the 
tumours back, it would never get rid of 
them completely. 

“It’s really difficult to put into words 
how I felt when we were told. You feel 
really shocked and really sad, and then 
you think about death and bad stuff 
for the first few days, but then you kind 
of come out of it. It’s like you hit a real 
trough and then start to climb out of it 
again.” 

“We just tried our best to look for the 
positives,” Sarah adds. 

Jon started chemotherapy almost 
straight away, describing it as a “world 
of pain”. During those dark days, it 
was his daughter that kept him going. 
“She’s been my strength,” he smiles. 
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’’You can’t really describe chemo 
unless you’ve actually had it, but for me, 
the first three rounds were particularly 
bad. I was having it every fortnight 
and “At one point I had a massive 
temperature spike, and I ended up in 
hospital for four days. It was on that day 
I felt her kick for the first time. 

“I had my hand there, and I felt it. 

I was at a real low ebb, and I just felt 
like everything was going to be OK. 

Just being able to feel her moving was 
amazing.’’ 

Throughout the pregnancy, Sarah 
and Jon, who live in Colne, near 
Huntingdon, have been determined to 
stay positive and enjoy the experience 
of becoming new parents as much as 
they can. 

“You have your bad days, but I’m 
trying to focus on doing all the normal 
baby stuff,” Jon says. “We’ve painted the 
nursery, packed the bag for the hospital, 
installed the car seat, and we’re just 
trying to be normal for as long as we 
can.” 

“She’s just like any other baby. It’s not 
her fault she is going to be born into 
this, so we don’t want it to affect her in 
any way,” Sarah adds. 

But planning for the future can be one 
of the hardest things. Jon could have 
months to live, or years - the doctors 
just don’t know. 

“Going back to the beginning, that’s 
what you’re desperate to hear: your first 
question is ‘How long have I got?’... But 
they can’t tell you because they don’t 
know. 

“It’s one of the trickiest parts; I know 
this diagnosis is going to catch up with 
me at some point, but I don’t know 
when that is going to be.” 

Do they ever feel anger at the hand 
life has dealt them? “I’ve not really 
ticked the anger box yet,” says Jon. 

“Occasionally we look at other people 
and think it’s not fair. Why have I got 
this disease and that person who is 
really overweight and smoking non¬ 
stop is fine? But I’ve not really felt angry 
about it.” 

“There is no one to blame, I think 
we feel cheated - that’s the best way of 
putting it,” says Sarah. 

But the couple have been able to find 
solace in a charity cycle ride which six 
of their closest friends organised to 
raise money for the Woodlands Centre 
at Hinchingbrooke Hospital, the unit 
where Jon is being treated. 

The group - who called themselves 
the Pinkery Pacers - made the 300 
mile journey from a tiny village called 
Pinkery in Exmoor, to Colne, where the 
couple live. 

“I found it quite overwhelming that 
they wanted to raise money on my 
behalf,” says Jon. 

“I think people feel a bit lost. They 
want to do something, but are not really 
sure what. But this has really helped me 
over the past month or two because I 


was able to be a little bit involved, and 
it’s fun. 

“I think we retreated into our shell a 
bit at first, you go into this insular world 
where you feel like you’re dealing with 
your own problems. 

“It wasn’t until we went to a wedding 
a couple of months ago and saw 
everyone that I realised everyone is 
there waiting, you just need to give 
them a green light.” 

“People were waiting for us to make 
the first move,” says Sarah. “We’ve 
always been open about talking about 
it, but the asking for help thing is hard. 

“Everyone is there ready to go, but we 
didn’t know quite what we needed. “ 

Jon was unable to join the last stretch 
of the mammoth bike ride as he had 
been hoping but is full of praise for the 
unit they were riding for. 

“The NHS gets bashed every day in 
the news but in my experience they 
have been unbelievable. The nurses 
in all the short-stay units are under so 
much pressure but they’re so nice,” he 
says. 

Jon believes much more still needs to 
be done to raise awareness of cancer, 
particularly in men, and hopes that by 
sharing his experience, maybe more 
lives will be saved. 

“Women are so much more aware, 
but men are just stupid - most wouldn’t 
have even gone to the doctor with the 
troubles I had. 

“I guess it’s not the sort of thing you 
would discuss with your mates down 
the pub; anything below the chest and 
people don’t want to talk about it. But 
I’m determined to talk about it, because 
it could save just one life.” 

In light of everything he’s been 
through, I wonder if Jon’s outlook on life 
has changed? “Completely,” he says. 
“I’m still the same person I was before 
in a lot of my beliefs and values, but the 
way I look at life is so different now -1 
value things so much more. 

“When I was having chemo one of 
the little targets was just to get out of 
the house and have a walk around the 
village. 

“It was spring, the birds were singing 
and the flowers were coming out. When 
you’re in your 30s, you’re kind of in this 
little bubble and don’t notice those kind 
of things, but now we appreciate stuff, 
and realise things like money aren’t 
important.” 

Sarah and Jon’s baby girl is due 
this week, and although the future is 
uncertain, she is the ray of light keeping 
them going. 

“We found out about this baby before 
all the bad stuff. She is going to be born 
out of love and happiness, and not 
sadness. We have been given the gift of 
life, and so many people don’t even get 
that chance.”

MASS text messages will be cir¬ 
culated across the county later 
this year in a bid to test the pub¬ 
lic’s reaction to a large-scale 
emergency. 

More than 50,000 people across 
Suffolk, Glasgow and Yorkshire 
will be part of a mobile phone 
alert pilot, taking place in 
November. 

02, Vodafone and EE have 
teamed up with the government 
to conduct tests on different 
technologies as a means of 
informing the public of an emer¬ 
gency. 

The messages, which will relate 
only to fictional hazards, events 
and terror attacks, will also be 
used to judge public reaction 
and response.

Maude wants to reassure the 
public that this is only a test. 

He said: “We are also looking 
for help from the public in evalu¬ 
ating how well the tests worked 
and how they felt about receiv¬ 
ing messages in this way 
and we would welcome 
the public’s views which 
they can provide via an 
online survey or a 
series of focus groups.” 

The texts will be sent 
using cell broadcast¬ 
ing, which identifies 
every working mobile 
phone near to a specific 
network mast. The mes 


sages will only be sent to active 
mobile phones, identified by a 
mast in a designated test area. 

Leiston has been confirmed as 
the test area for Suffolk, but 
other residents passing through 
at the time of the pilot could still 
receive a message. 

Mr Maude said: “Ensuing that 
local areas receive quick accu¬ 
rate information in the 
event of an emergency is 
crucial to an effective 
response and the 
information that we 
receive from these 
tests will help us 
develop systems that 
local emergency 
responders will be 
able to use in the 
future.”

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Interview: Peter Webber 


SET during the American occupation 
of Japan after the Second World War, 
Emperor stars Tommy Lee Jones as General 
Douglas MacArthur, the country’s de 
facto ruler who assigns Matthew Fox, AKA 
General Bonner Fellers, to investigate 
whether the Japanese Emperor should 
be punished for war crimes. But Bonner 
is also on a mission of his own; to find a 
Japanese school teacher he loved before 
war broke out... 

Ella Walker speaks to the director Peter 
Webber (director of Girl With A Pearl 
Earring and Hannibal Rising ), about 
working with Tommy Lee Jones and braving 
his critics. 

Can you start by explaining what made 
this a story you just had to tell? 

I've always been very interested in 
Japan and Japanese culture. I think it's an 
interest that started when I discovered 
the films of Kurosawa and Ozu when I 
was a teenager. Also the thing that made 
me really interested in this particular 
subject matter was that it seemed very 
metaphorical for what was going on 
today. It's a way I could tell a story from 
the past that had some resonance in the 
present - it's about regime change, the 
battle between justice and revenge. And I 
had always wanted to work with Japanese 
actors and do a film set in Japan; this 
seemed like a very good opportunity. 
Considering the plot is based on true 
events, did you feel a responsibility to the 
real people portrayed? 

Yes, but you also have to balance that 
against responsibility to the audience. 

You can be tugged in different directions. 
There's obviously been an awful lot of 
films, not about this particular subject - 
this is a post-war film rather than a war

film - but about the Pacific War, and 
overwhelmingly they've put the American 
point of view. I felt it'd be interesting to 
tell a tale where you would hear what the 
Japanese had to say. 

What made you pick Matthew Fox for the 
lead role? 

I was looking for someone who was the 
modern day equivalent of Gary Cooper. 
Quite an old fashioned, strongly morally 
centred, very masculine kind of a figure, 
and it just seemed to me Matthew Fox 
was perfect for that. He has some of that 
1950s leading man about him. 

What was it like working with Tommy Lee 
Jones? Is he as intimidating as he comes 
across? 

It's scary to begin with, because he 
comes with a big reputation, he can be 
quite daunting but actually he's great 
to work with. He's super smart and 
underneath that rather gruff exterior, 
beats a heart of pure gold (Peter breaks 
off laughing). But it is a very gruff exterior. 
Emperor has been considered a critical and 
commercial flop in America. What do you 


think of its reception so far? 

I was particularly pleased with the way 
it's gone down in Japan. It's been very 
successful in Japan, I think it's just passed 
the £12m box office mark, so that was 
important to me, that people went to see 
it over there. 

I got a couple of good reviews from my 
two favourite reviewers - Rex Reed and 
Roger Ebert. There's obviously bad reviews 
out there as well, I'm choosing to ignore 
those. 

What do you want people to take from 
the film? 

I hope they enjoy it, I hope it makes 
them understand a bit about how 
enlightened American foreign policy used 
to be; I think it casts an interesting light, 
especially with current events. It's very 
important to remember and understand 
history. I hope really that they'll be 
plunged into a strange, mysterious 
and fascinating world and really learn 
something about a period of history that 
hasn't been told before.

ALTHOUGH it ultimately 
lacks the courage of 
its twisted convictions, 
Prisoners is a provocative 
thriller about a father who 
takes justice into his own 
hands when his little girl 
is abducted. 

The subsequent 
quest for answers 
and reconciliation, 
regardless of the horrific 
consequences, will 
strike a deep chord with 
parents. 

Desperate times call 
for desperate measures 
and when authorities 
fail to solve the case, 
Aaron Guzikowski's 
script pulls no punches 
as it depicts the father's 
transformation from 
doting family man to 
snarling judge, jury and 
executioner. 

The film begins with 
Keller Dover (Hugh 
Jackman, pictured) 
out hunting with his 
teenage son, Ralph 
(Dylan Minnette). When 
they return home with 
a slain deer, the entire 
Dover clan including 
wife Grace (Maria Bello) 
and daughter Anna 
(Erin Gerasimovich), 
head over to the home 
of neighbours Franklin 
(Terence Howard) and 
Nancy Birch (Viola Davis) 
for Thanksgiving lunch. 


Soon after Anna and 
the Birch's girl Eliza (Zoe 
Soul) disappear to look 
for a missing whistle and 
never return. 

The two sets of parents 
are distraught and Ralph 
remembers a suspicious 
RV parked down the 
road. Detective Loki (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) and local 
police arrest the driver - 
Alex Jones (Paul Dano) 

- who has the mental age 
of a 10-year-old. 

Without any evidence 
to link Alex to the crime, 
police are forced to let 
their prime suspect go 
back into the care of his 
mother, Holly (Melissa 
Leo). So Keller kidnaps 
Alex at gunpoint and 
holds the young man 
hostage. 

Prisoners is technically 
polished and director 
Denis Villeneuve 
composes some 


stunning images. Aaron 
Guzikowski's script 
pushes Keller to the edge 
of the abyss and then 
curiously leaves him 
standing there for the 
final hour, throwing in 
numerous plot twists and 
another suspect (David 
Dastmalchian) to delay 
the father's fall from 
grace. 

Jackman is mesmerising 
as a protector willing to 
ignore his moral compass 
to reunite his fractured 
family while Gyllenhaal 
invests his rebellious cop 
with an array of twitches 
and ticks that hint at rage 
bubbling beneath the 
surface. 

The excessive running 
time might put off some 
audiences, but patience 
is rewarded with fine 
performances and a slick 
final act that ties up most 
of the loose threads.

WE ALL feel better after an hour or 
two of gardening; the fresh air, the 
exercise and the simple joy of being 
surrounded by beautiful flowers and 
the fruits of our labour. 

But for some people, the benefits go 
even further. 

"A garden can help people living with 
dementia," says Jeremy Hughes, Alz¬ 
heimer's Society chief executive. "They 
can enjoy socialising, as well as taking 
part in physical activity and stimulating 
the senses, all of which greatly improve 
their wellbeing." 

The regularity of nurturing plants 
on a daily basis also adds structure to 
the day of those living with demen¬ 
tia, while being involved in garden¬ 
ing activities like sowing seeds and 
watering plants gives a better sense 
of control, the society says. The cycle 
of sowing, nurturing, growing and 
harvesting plants, vegetables and 
flowers helps give a better perception 
of their lives. Also, the delicate nature 
of some gardening activities can help 
to maintain or improve fine motor skills 
and increase spatial awareness. 


Garden activities can also help those 
with dementia talk about their past 
lives by reminding them about similar 
activities when they were younger, 
for example what plants, flowers or 
vegetables they used to grow. 

Research shows that gardening can 
also help the wellbeing of younger 
people with early onset dementia. 

"Younger people with dementia want 
and need activities which are stimulat¬ 
ing, fulfilling and productive because 
they are still seeking activities which 
mimic the workplace model," says Jill 
Walton, support group co-ordinator at 
the Frontotemporal Dementia Support 
Group (www.ftdsg.org), which pro¬ 
vides support and information to carers 
of young people with dementia. 

Thrive, a national charity supporting 
horticultural therapy, holds a database 
of around 900 garden projects in the 
UK and can put you in touch with a 
project in your local area (www.thrive. 
org.uk or 0118 988 5688). 

These larger projects are clearly won¬ 
derful, but for many people, garden¬ 
ing at home is where the real therapy 



lies. Indeed, recent research by the 
Alzheimer's Society, in partnership with 
Homebase, discovered 83% of people 
with dementia want to live in their 
own homes for as long as possible; so 
how can you create a home garden, or 
modify an existing one, to give people 
with dementia the greatest therapy? 

Thrive recommends straightforward 
way-finding: the layout of paths - es¬ 
sentially a loop - could take the visitor 
on a journey and return them to the 
starting point, while specimen trees 
and features such as pergolas, sculp¬ 
tures, bird tables and large pots can act 
as landmarks. 

Create a series of places to sit, with 
focal points to look at. These should 
also be protected from bright sunlight, 
chilling winds and deep shade, perhaps 
introducing a canopy or a parasol to 
prevent exposure to the elements. 

Use gentle changes rather than 


strong contrasts. For example, avoid 
strong shadows on paths, which might 
look like holes, abrupt changes in pav¬ 
ing materials which may look like steps, 
or reflective materials which might 
look like water. These might give rise 
to general confusion and agitation and 
also present fall hazards. 

When adding a walkway, Alzheimer's 
Society (www.alzheimers.org.uk) 
recommends paths which are constant, 
such as a figure of eight, as paths with 
abrupt endings can disorientate people 
with dementia. 

Stimulate all of the senses all year 
round with colourful, fragrant plants 
and flowers, water features and wind 
chimes. 

Scents can often create memories, 
so introduce plants to the garden that 
have great smells, such as lavender, 
rosemary, mint or thyme. 

Sensory experience can be increased 


through introducing plants which are 
soft to touch such as lambs' ears or 
bunny tails, an ornamental grass which 
is soft and fluffy. 

Of course, it's wise to remove dan¬ 
gerous plants as dementia sufferers 
may not recall which plants are poison¬ 
ous or irritate their skin. Similarly, any 
plants with thorns or which may sting 
should be removed from the garden 
altogether. 

If new plants are needed, select these 
with the person living with dementia. 
They may have favourites which bring 
back memories of happy times. Go to 
the garden centre and let the dementia 
sufferer physically handle the plants, 
flowers and gardening items which 
may trigger memories more effectively 
than looking at pictures. 

For many of us, gardening is an 
enjoyable pastime - but for others, it's 
a lifeline.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.
